Columbus, O., Jan. 4.—'Both sides 


for the senatorial contest held confer- 
ences before the meeting of the legis- 
ature today. Banna's friends claim 
the support of Griffith and Joyce, who 
voted for Mason, but etill lack two 
votes. 
Anti-Hanna people claim votes 


enough to defeat Hanua, but have not 
set up any candidate whom they can 
elect. Some Democrats object to Bush- 
nell or other 
Republicans named, 


The morning session of both houses was 
devoted to routine work. 


Senator Burke arrived today and 


took his seat in the Republican aide. 
Among the bills introduced in the 
houje were many against corporations 
and one to repeal the state house law. 
A delegation of three hundred and 
fifty from Springfield maroned into the 
state bonce wearing Hanna badges and 
beating banners with severe inscrip- 
tions. They oalled on Governor Bush- 
nell. 
The 
Governor 
responded to 


their protests in a speech, saying his 
Bepulbicanism had never before been 
questioned, but be reserved the right 
of individual preferences. 
The delega- 


tion af terards oalled on Senator Hanna. 


The house adjourned at noon till to- 


morrow. 
No bouse committees were 


announced. 
The senate at noon tonk 


a recess until 2:30 without announcing 
any committees. 
Senator Burke se- 


cured all the oleikahipa and other pa 
tronage he wanted through the Demo- 
crats. 
The proceedings in both houses 


showed everything is being done to de 
feat Hanna. 


The Republican managing commit- 


tee this afternoon gave out ai the 
sentiment of the house, and senate as 
expressed to the chairman of two Re- 
publican caucuses, that it is unnecessary 
to hold |» senatorial oaucna because 
Hanna has been endorsed by state am 
county conventions.

the smoke of burned herbs.for medici- 
nal purposed. There, is, however, EO far 
as I kuow, uo authority for supposing 
that pipes at all resembling our tobacco 
pipes were used for this purpose. Lyte 
euys of coltsfoot: 


"The 
perfume of the dried leaves 


ledde upon quicke coles, taken into the 
mouth through the pips of a fnnnell, 
or tmmell, belpotb such as are troubled 
with the shortriesse of winde, andfetcho 
their breath thicke or often, aiiddo (sic) 
breake without daunger the impostems 
of the breast.'' 


This is the usual form of the direc- 


tions given iu such cases, aud Gerard 
follows it almost word for word, add- 
ing, however: 


"Being taken in manner as they take 


tobaco, it (coltsfoot) mightily prevail- 
eth against tho disease aforesaid." 


This is pretty good evidence that to- 


bacco pipes were not in use in Lyte'a 
time, but had been introduced in Ge- 
rard's. In Sylvester's "Tobacco Batter- 
ed and Tbeir Pipes Shattered" tobaccc 
pipes are spoken of as a new invention: 
Two amonkie Engines, iu this Intter Age 
(Satan's short Circuit, the more shnrp tils rago) 
Have been invented bv too-wanted W.c, 
Or rather, vented from th' Infernall Pit, 
Guns nnd Tobacco-pipes, with Fire andSmoak, 
(At. least) a Third pnrt of Mankind to choak.

What new thing has 


God in store for ns in the coming year 


'If,' said the preacher, 'I read the 


signs of 
the 
times 
rightly, 
the 


twentieth century will witness a wide 
spread movement for a truer union in 
Christendom.' The old-fashioned way 
of the spread of Christ's kingdom by 
the increase of sects has reached its 
climax. Growth by division is destined 
soon to cease , and growth by federa 
tion is, I believe, the next development 
we are liikely to witness. The churches 
are slowly, perhaps, but surely gravi- 
tating towards a common center. The 
whole trend of recent church history ia 
in this direction. Look at your hymn 
books. 
Why the milienium haa surely 


reached them. All sects are repre- 
sented there, and we as freely sing the 
hymns 
of those whom our fathers 


called heretics as those of our own 
John Wesley. 
Representatives of the 


free churches meet today on a com- 
mon platform on ail social and relig- 
ions questions. 
We may safely declare 


that the various branches of the church 
of God are essentially one. 
They are 


founded on the eternal bed-rook, 
believe that the church of the future 
will act as if they believed this. Union 
is surely the final goal. 
I, for one, 


would say with the old Scotch preacher, 
'I have heard whisperings oE the stiU 
small voice telling me that the foot- 
falls of bigots and their wranglings 
will ne'er be heard in the Lord's king- 
dom.' 
But, looking into the future 


this morning, I discern that the church 
',«ill be more and more social and dem- 
ocratic. 
We are all agreed'that every 


decade adds to the power of the people. 
Da'nooraoy in the state means most as- 
suredly democracy in the church. 
It 


means that autocracy in church govern 
meut is doomed. 
Every year, as it 


rolls round, is driving another nail 
into the coffin of the autocrat, 
tninfc, therefore, that no ohnruh that 
ministers to une class only can take a 
large hold on the twentieth century. 
The church that touchea the common 
people will do that; 
the church, 


which, like the Illustiious Oberlin in 
the Steinthal, does anything and every 
thing to Jilt the masses from the 
gloomy twilight to the mountains of 
light, will do that; the church that 
has made the discovery that life i 
oreasea itself by giving itself away 
will do that; the church that has 
caught the musio that floats down from 
Paradise and is willing to retail it 
for the benefit of the troken hearted 
will do that, for that ohnrch lives not 
in Jupiter or in Uranus, but on terra 
firms, and nothing that is human is 
etrange to her. Looking into the fatnre 
I discern that the church of the future 
will be increasingly loyal to her Lord. 
Theology, strictly speaking, is Ohrist- 
ology. Christ is 
Christianity, and 


Christ will be the center of all future 
theology. It is sttiking to notice how, 
upon the eve of the twentieth century 
even skepticism is weaving its garlands 
for the brow of the Nazarene." The 
preacher here quoted hia authorities: 
"Shall the church," said he. "be less 
loyal to her founn>r than these fore- 
most representatives i f a negative 
creed? One popular leader bitterly 
complained the other day that the 
ohnrch was not the reflex of the peo- 
ple. 
Never! The church ia .to be the 


reflex of Christ and not of the people. 
You. degrade the supreme aim of the 
Christian chnrch in making it a reflex 
of the world. 
The church must be a 


reflex of Christ, and the people a reflex 
of the chnrch, just as the moon is a 
reflex of the snn. 
Tha church unaided 


by a Divine power can no more ^uplift 
society than a dozen men can put their 
backs against the Rookies and push 
;hem into the Pacific. O, let us be 
loyal to Christ, for He is the only 
lever that will move the world. Nie 
nisi crnoe.

at Kendall's ball last night.

mission was charged and the hall was 
well filled. The proprietors of the new 
anterprisB have struck u snag in the 
-way of a "city ordinance, which re- 
quires all skating rinks to pay an an- 
nual license of $150. 
The existence of 


this ordinance was unknown to Messrs. 
Jordan until after they had rented the 
hall and made all arrangements. 
As 


they are going into the now business as 
an experiment, they do not feel they 
should be compelled to pay $150 license 
on a business that may not last more 
ihan a few weeks. 


The mattar will be brought to the 


attention of council at the meeting to- 
morrow night. An effort will be made 
to have the ordinance repealed. If this 
cannot be done the Messrs. Jordan will 
try and make gome arrangements to 
have the license reduced. 


The ordinance, which was passed 


October 7tb, 1885, is as follows: 


Section 1. That any person, or per- 


ions, who desire to inaugurate and 
cany on, within the corporate limits 
of the oity of Portsmouth, any akating 
link or place where skating is per- 
mitted or exhibitions of akating given, 
and for tbe privilege of enterinc such 
rink or place compensation is demanded 
o? received, ate required to apply to 
thfi mayor for the privilege of so doing, 
and the mayor, npon payment to him 
of $150, shall issue to such person, or 
persons, a license authorizing them to 
carry on snob, business for the term of 
one year. 


Section 2. That if any parson, or 


persons, shall carry on or manage a 
akating rink or place where akating is 
permitted or exhibitions of skating 
given, and for entrance to whioh com 
pensation is demanded or 
received, 


•without, first having 
obtained 
the 


Hcense herein required, shall be fined, 
on conviction before the mayor, in any 
aam not less than $10 nor more than 
$100, with costs of proseoution. 


There has been a decided revulsion 


of feeling about the city in reference 
to the action of the council in trying 
to kick the Norfolk & Western shops 
out of town. 
Now that people have 


had time feo think the matter 
over 


calmly, many of them are inclined to 
the opinion that perhaps council aoted 
hastily and that the trouble might have 
been adjusted 
satisfactorily without 


resorting to the courts. 


The business men of the city are 


generally of the opinion that it would 
have been better had the trouble been 
amicably adjusted. 
They say that .the 


N. & W. is now giving employment to 
over one hundred men and that the 
railroad guarantees tbe employment 
regularly of at least this many men. 
This 
means 
a good-sized 
pay-roll 


monthly and it is doubtful if any con- 
oein could be secured that would ex- 
exoeect this number of employes regu- 
larly. 
This means considerable to the 


business men of the city, and they do 
not view council's action with com- 
placency. 
IE is probable that further 


effort will be made by business men to 
secure 
an amicable 
settlement of 


affairs.

While ttie failure of the Republicans to 


organize 'tlie two houses of the legislature 
was a surprise nuil :i matter of racket to 
the supporters of Senator Hnnnn, they do 
not believe Unit it h;is any bpiu'lnjj upon 
or special relation to the senntorshlp. The 
members of the legislature were not pledg- 
ed or Instructed by tuelr constituents, In 
any way. to vote for uny Individual na any 
officer of the legislature. 


In the cnse of the senntorshlp the case 


IB different. 
The stnte constitution de- 
clares (section 8) that 
i'lie peoptle have 


a rljjht to nsseniblc together in a peaceful 
manner to consult for their common good, 
to Instruct their representatives, and to 
petition the general assembly for the re- 
dress of grievances." 
The people have exercised their privilege 


and right under the state constitution by 
assembling In both county and state cou- 
•ventlous and declaring with un unexam- 
pled unanimity In'favor of the election of 
Senator Hnnun to the senate. Tho people 
of 84 of the 88 counties declared In con- 
ventions assembleu their desire that he be 
elected senator by this general assembly, 
which has been organized, and the state 
convention so declared unanimously. 


In view of those facts and of the general 


expression of public opinion since the elec- 
tion, it is felt that Monday's action should 
not and cannot be construed ns having any 
relation to the senatorial question. This 
matter must be decided by the Republican 
members of the general assembly, who n-e 
pledged, both by the action of the people 
they represent and by their own state- 
ments and acts, to h.s support. The elec- 
tion of Mr. Hamm was inaiio a direct issue 
not only before the stnte and county con- 
ventions, but In the election last Novem- 
ber, In which his name and candidacy were 
the leudinif issue.

the dome to make it harmonize with the 
classic architecture of n bulUIIiig which Is 
recognized thronphout the world as one of 
best examples of the Grocinii-Uoric style 
in existence. 


The Ohio Ciiiml System. 


The commission appointed pursuant to 


house joint resolution No. HO, have sub- 
mitted tlieir report. I agree with L.ie gen- 
eral vlow of mis question taken by the. 
special conimissionors. At this time, "when 
tho prospect of the utility of waterways 
appears brighter than for many years, "it 
would seem -the part of folly to abiindon 
them, perhaps, only to regret it In the fu- 
ture. 


In -the absence of any special advice from 


the commission concerning me section of 
the Ohio canal from 
Dresden to Ports- 


mouth, which Is now in such n deplorable 
state, I would suggest that as much atten- 
tion as may be necessary to preserve Its 
water right features be given it by the 
board of public works, but that uo con- 
siderable amount of money be expended 
upon it until it becomes cl'cnr to all that 
it should be put in good repair. 


In my opinion it will be wise to main- 


tain Its water rights unimpaired as fnr ns 
possible, but wiWi due regard to the safety 
of abutting farm lauds and city property 
which might stiff or serious damage from 
overflow caused by weakened banks along 
dangerous levels or insecure structures. 


I am decidedly in favor of the mainten- 


ance and the necessary improvement of the 
Ohio and Erie canal, which Is praotlcnlly 
self-supporting, and of the Ohio canal from 
Cleveland to Dresden, where entrance to 
tho navigation of the Miiskiugum can be 
hnd in the futnrer 


Universities mid ISclncntinn. 


Under the present condition there Is the 


promise tihat Ohio will soon be able to 
challenge the criticism 
of 
any common- 


wealth In relation to her facilities for high- 
er education as she does now In regard to 
her common school system. The money de- 
voted to Miami and Ohio universities, nt 
Oxford nnd Athens, respectively, has ena- 
bled the substantial improvement of those 
Institutions in many ways. 


The Ohio State university located at Co- 


lumbus, being distinctly a state enterprise, 
nnd occupying the proud position ot being 
the loader of our system of public nnd free 
education, should ever be an object of in- 
terest and solicitude with the government 
nnd tile people. 
Tho generous responses 


that have been made to tho requests for 
appropriations with which to equip the 
university to a scale fitting the dignity nnd 
prominence of tlio stale, and to accord with 
the requirements of modern times, has re- 
sulted in great good. 


The combined normal and Industrial de- 


partment of Wilbcrforco university is re- 
ported to have had a satisfactory year In 
all ways. This institution Is entitled to 
your continued support. It affords to 'the 
colored yonth a place for instruction In 
genera] education, and in work which can 
go n long way toward fitting them for use- 
ful careers. 


With thus 
specifically 
commending to 


your good will the Institutions for higher 
education, it Is equally Incumbent upon me 
to call attention to tne admirable record 
that Is being made In Ohio in her general 
plan of educating youth. 
No state has 


greater cause for rejoicing In that respect. 
The good outcome is expressed in a thou- 
sand ways. 


The National Guard. 


Every citizen should be proud of the Ohio 


National Guard. Then; is every reason why 
the facilHIes for Its operations and devel- 
opment should be extended to as great a 
desfree as may be reasonable and proper. 
With now guns and fine equipments the 
various regiments are now In a way 1o 
fulfill the dosire of those whose wish It 
has been to see Ohio's National Cunrrl take 
a commanding ronlc among such organiza- 
tions.
